It is an esiablished fact that wherever
human beings are effected with yellow or
similar fevers that cattle have splentic
fevers, and that a type of the yeliow fe
ver, sadly fatal in effect, has been an ep-
idemic a', and the vicinity of Guiymas
and Hermosillo almaost every summer, is
a fatt admitling of ne argument. No
healthier caille probably exist in the
world than those on the highlands and
mesas of Sonora, but in the moist low-
lands, where the temperature during the
summer averages from 115 1o 120 de
grees, the cattle are no healthier than the
inhabitants of those fever prevailing dis-
tricts. In proof of this we have been
reliably informed that within the last
filteen months a large number of caule
have died, not far from Hermosillo, with
a fever ol a character unknown to the
stockman of Texas or Arizona. If Mr.,
Chatham’s knowledge of the health of
Senora cattle is so positive and extensive
as to enable him 1o satisfactorily explain
this matter, his information will be re-
coived with profound gratitude by the
stockmen of the southwest.
